Concerns that sell supplies for the 
Illinois roads, including the Portland 
cement sellers, have been asked to 
contribute *te a $175,000 slush fund 
which Governor Smal? is attempting 
to raise to put over the $100,000,000 
road bond issue in the coming elec- 
tion. The road builders and supply 
men have refused to turn this money 
over to Len Small as they do not 
trust him-.and are of the opinion that 
Small is attempting to raise the 
rroney to use in his personal cam- 
paign. 


Large Profits in Roads. 

However, the cement sellers have 
their own publicity organization, the 
Portland’ cement association, which 
they admit will be used in a vigorous 
campaign to put-over the bond issue. 

The road building game is produc- 
tive of a ‘thigh percentage of profits, 
end :the cement sellers will put thou- 
gands of dollars into getting the peo- 
ple to vote for it. A large percentage 
of the $100,000,000 bond issue will find 
its way into the pockets of the con- 
tractors and supply men, for the Illin- 
ois roads are largely built by unem- 
ployed miners, who are forced to work 
ot non-union wages of 30 to 40 cents 
en hour. 

Large Propaganda Fund.

With the help of the votes of 
three trustees of the Chicago 
school board whose terms have 
already expired, Superintendent 
of Schools William McAndrew 
has secured the adoption of an 
amendment. to the rules of the 
board which abridges the right 
of the teachers to meet and to 
oe councils as they see 
Ae 
After the refusal of both the 
committee on rules and the 
committee on-administration to 
concur in the opinion of the 
superintendent that under the 
rules as they stood he was not 
obliged to call thé.éouncils to- 
gether, McAndrew- suddenly 
changed his tactics and asked 
for complete revision of the 
rules. 

The revision was granted at the last 
meeting of the board. 

Pack Board Votes. 

Three of the trustees voted to -sup- 
port the teachers against the hi

By apopintment of new members for 
the members whose terms have expir- 
ed, Mayor Dever would have been able 
to give his aid to the teachers, most 
of whom followed the lead of the offi- 
cialdom of the Teachers’ Federation 
in supporting the democratic party 
in the last local elections. The may- 
or’s office yesterday indicated that no 
changes will be made for a time. 

McAndrew’s Despotic Rule. 

The prediction of the rank and file 
teachers that a victory of the super- 
intendent in this matter would be fol- 
lowed by more aggressive action on 
his part is borne out by the submis- 
sion by McAndrew to the committee 
on administration of a resolution em- 
powering the superintendent to force 
teachers “to attend, without dismis- 
sal of any regular classes, meetings 
called for any school day other than 
Friday.” 

If this resolution passes the board, 
McAndrew’s assertion that the time of 
the teachers is at the disposal of the 
superintendent during all of the twen- 
ty-four hours of the day would have 
a basis in school law. 

The resolution further refers to the 
“untenable proposition that the Board 
of Education authorizes the payment 
of teachers for only the times when 
they are in the presence of their class- 
es.” Implication is made that teach- 
ers should be forced to “prepare” for 
their work without extra compensa- 
tion. 

Teachers’ Protest. 

Members of the Chicago Teachers’ 
Federation will take up the fight for 
the rank and file teachers, beginning 
with the holding of mass meetings 
this week. Officials of labor bodies 
of the state are expected to be pres-

powers, deluging China in blood 
in order to be in a better posi- 
tion to grab off the spoils. 

Urge Aid to Sun Yat Sen. 

The 
sued a proclamation calling on the 
workers of the world to come to the 
assistance of the bleeding Chinese 
workers and peasants under the lead- 
ership of Sun Yat Sen, radical leader 
of Southern China, the only province 
in China where the workers have the 
right to organize. 

The British Communist Party took 
steps to rally the workers of Britain 
behind the Communist International 
which is leading the proletarian fight 
in defense of the people of China. 
The following manifesto issued by the 
British Communists will aid our read- 
ers to better understand the momen- 
tous conflict raging in China, the par- 
ties involved and the alignment of 
the great capitalist powers: 

British Communist Manifesto. 

“There is civil war in China. The 
papers tell us that the governor of 
the province of Che-Kiang. is fighting 
the governor of Kiapg-Su. The latter 
is supported by the Pekin government 
and by Wu-Pei-Fu, one of China’s big- 
gest would-be Napoleons. The former 
is supported by Wu-Pei-Fi’s mortal. 
enemy, Marshal Chang-Tso-Lin, the 
governor of Mongolia. And the allies 
are sending their warships and land- 
ing their marines to restore order. 

“What is the meaning of the civil. 
war? Why do generals fight one an- 
other in China? A quarrel between 
rival generals—what does it matter 
to the British workers? It matters 
this—-that the. Chinese civil war is 
only,..2 reflection of the.,struggle. be. 
tween the allied imperialists 
world domination. For. behind Wu- 
Pei-Fu, the dictator of Pekin, stands 
Anglo-American imperialism: it finan- 
ces him, it supplies him with muni- 
tions, it booms him in the British and 
American press. Behind Chang-Tso- 
Lin, the dictator of Mongolia, stands 
Japanese imperialism, which supplies 
him with money and munitions. 

“The rival ‘armies’ of forcibly-re- 
cruited Chinese peasantry are only 
pawns in the game-—the game for the 
prize of China’s markets and Chitla’s 
cheap labor. It is a game that began 
a long time ago, while China was still 
ruled by emperors. Just as they did 
in Egypt and Turkey, British, French, 
and American capitalists lend money 
to,incompetent despots in order first 
too corrupt them and then to main- 
tain their rotten power. When the 
Chinese revolution took place in 1911, 
British and American capital bribed 
one set of generals, Japanese another 
get: they overthrew the first revolu- 
tionary government, and have kept 
China for thirteen years in a state of 
chaos and disruption. 

“The time is now ripe for the allies 
to ‘restore order’—by dividing the 
country up amongst themselves. In 
parts of China, where the allies have 
established their own rule already,

“The time is ripe, we haye said. 
More than that—the time for the al- 
lies is now or never. “For a new 
power is rising to challenge them— 
the power of the ‘revolutionary work- 
ers, peasants, and middle classes, or- 
ganized in the Kuo-Ming-Tang, or Na- 
tional Revolutiofary Party, under the 
leadership of the veteran socialist, 
Sun-Yat-Sen. At his capital in Can- 
ton, the great port in South China, 
he has for many years carried on a 
hitherto invincible fight against 
counter-revolutionary foreign imper- 
ialism, and in this fight he has had to 
rely more and more on the workers 
and péasants. Canton is the Only part 
of China where the trade untons and 
the socialists can work legally. 

“The allies have long tried to get 
rid of him by sending first one gen- 
eral then another; but always their 
attempt has been foiled by their mu- 
tualjealousies and rivalries. Even 
today their rival puppets, Wu-Pei-Fu 
and Chang-Tso-Lin, are locked in 
struggle; but whoever wins, wether 
the outcome is a despotism financed 
by Japanese or Anglo-American capi- 
talism, the survivor will have to fight 
Sun-Yat-Sen, the representative of the 
Chinese people, the ally of Soviet Rus- 
sia, the spokesman of the workers’ 
and peasants’ will to be free of all 
capitalist rule, Chinese or foreign. 

“True, Sun-Yat-Sen has weighed up, 
his chances. He sees that Japanese 
imperialism is the weaker. If it wins, 
its. own domestic tfoubles are too 
great to enable it to eat up China.

bankers, is organizing a Fascist move- 
ment in Canton, just as they did in 
Soviet Russia. 

“The story has already appeared in 
the, Herald. Let us recall its main 
facts. Last May the Chinese mer- 
chants, bankers, and, capitalist ele- 
ments held a congress, at which they 
decided ® to organize volunteers—of 
course, only “to defend property.” 
To-day there are 27,000 of them, all 
armed with rifles imported from the 


British colonies at Hong Kong and 


Shanghai. Their leader is Chen-Lin- 
Pak, for fifteen years representative 
of the British-owned Shanghai and 
Hongkong bank, director of the ten 
largest native banks, with a capital 
of 200 million dollars. 


“When Sun-Yat-Sen seized their last 
consignment of rifles, they revolted. 
When the workers of Canton formed 
workers’ guards, and began to move 
against the merchants’ quarter, the 
British consul threatened that British 
warships would bombard the city. 
British Sepoys have been told off to 
protect Chen-Lin-Pak’s property! 

“The result so far has been to pre- 
vent Sun from marching against Wu- 
Pei-Fu. His position, and with him 
that of Chinese labor and Chinese 
democracy, is critical. They are 
faced with the evel of seeing 
Chang-Tso-Lin defeated, Anglo-Amer- 
ican capital victorious in the north, 
and then joining hands with the’ Can- 
ton Fascisti to stamp out the labor

Savinkoff Was Agent of 


_ Allied Powers 


(By Rosta News Agency.) 


MOSCOW (By Mail).—Boris 
Savinkoff, a leading member of 
the Social Revolutionary party, 
who was sentenced to death for 
his crimes against the Soviet 
Republic, crimes which included 
attempts at the assassination of 
Lenin, Trotsky and other Soviet 
chiefs, had the sentence com- 
muted to ten years imprison- 
Ment and finally to a complete 
pardon. . 


Savinkoff, Russian terrorist 


jand leading agent of the Allied 


governments in their war 
against Soviet Russia, recently 
visited his native country in 
disguise and under an assumed 
Mame but was captured by the 
Soviet police and brought be- 
fore a military tribunal. 

On the 23rd of August, Savinkoff 
was served with the act of accusation, 
and within seventy-two hours, his trial 
was opened in the Military Collegium 


lof the Supreme Court. 


The announcement of Savinkoff’s 
arrest created a sensation not alone 
in Russia, but thruout Europe as he 
Was perhaps the most prominent agent 
of the British and other governments 
in their conspiracies to stir up civil 
war in Russia, since 1917. 


Public Interested. 


Public opinion in the capital and 
thruout the Soviet Republics is fol- 
lowing with unabated attention the 
case of Boris Savinkoff, which has re- 
vealed a striking picture of the close 
comnections between the white coun- 
ter-revolutionary movement and for- 
eign intervention and support against 
the Soviet, a connection which was 
known, of course, but as to the actual 
proportions of which was difficult to 
have an exact idea. : 

Boris Savinkoff had been a leading 
‘member of the Socialist Revolution- 
ary Party,.a believer in terror and an 
“tive participant of a number of dar- 


jing attempts against the lives of high 


officials and dignitarjes of the Tsarist 
fime, and among them against 
‘Home Minister Plehve in Petersburg 
Grand Duke Sergius ‘In Moscow. 
Bs Pleaded Guilty. 

‘ Savinkoff’s trial opened on the 27th 
inst. To the question whether he is 
pleading guilty the accused answered 
in the affirmative without any hesita- 
tion. He then went on to give frank 
evidence dwelling on all the details 
and stating that he was now utterly 
disappointed in and disgusted with all 
the counter-revolutionary groups, that 
he despised them now and had lost 
faith in the sincerity of the interven- 
tionists and, finally, that he recogniz- 
ed that all his own anti-Soviet activi- 
fes had been mistaken, while right 
was on the Side of revolution. 
Savinkoff told the court in detail 
about his many negotiations with 
Messrs. Millerand, Poincare, Noulens, 
Lloyd George, Churchill, Maszarik, 
Pilsudski and others, having met some 
of them in Paris and London, where 
he represented Kolchak and Denikin. 
Thru personal contact he had come 
to the conviction that the “Allies” 
aimed but at weakening Russia and 
benefitting by the counter-revolution- 
ary movements in their own selfish 
interests. As for Russian emigrants 
abroad, Savinkoff gave vivid pictures 
of the moral decomposition and decay 
prevailing among them. 

Intervention a Failure. 

It was in the spring, 1923, that the 
accused, according to his statement, 
saw finally that intervention was no 
longer possible that all counter-revo- 
lutionary attempts were doomed to

“This conviction that the people is 
with you I acquired not here, in the 
court, but a year ago—in Paris. And 
I returned to Russia, for I did not be- 
lieve in what other people told about 
you. I am ready to hear the sentence 
of death and ask for no leniency 
| Your revolutionary conscience will re 
mind you that I have been a revolu-. 
tionary.” 

The sentence was declared after 
three hours’ conference of the judges. 
Boris Savinkoff has been sentenced to 
capital punishment. However, taking 
into consideration the statements of 
the accused, the tribunal has decided 
to ask the supreme organs for re- 
trieve. 


Death Sentence Commuted. 


The Central Executive Committee 
of the U. 8S. S. R. has satisfied the 
request of the Military Court and has 
commuted the death verdict to a sen- 
tence of ten years’ prison. 

In the motives put forth for this 
decision, it is explained that since thé 
ccurt, which tried aSvinkoff, was able 
to establish that the accused has giv- 
en up struggle against the Soviet pow- 
er and since he himself has stated 
that he is ready to serve loyally and 
honestly the toiling people under the 
leadership of the power established by 
the October Revolution, the applica- 
tion of the death sentence is not call- 
ed for by the interests of preserving 
the revolutiqnary order. The_ prole- 
tarian masses cannot be actuated by 
motives of vengeance.

THOUSANDS OF CRANE COMPANY 
EMPLOYES MEET AND TALK WITH 
DAILY WORKER STRAW VOTE SQUAD 


At six o’clock in the morning the DAILY WORKER Straw, 
Vote Squad arrived in front of the Crane Company manufactur- 
ing plant yesterday at Kedzie and 39th Street and handed out 
the ballots to the men as they arrived and entered the buildings. 
Altho the ballots were handed out rapidly and there were a large 
number of people handing theni out the rush at the last minute 


was so great it was imposstble + 
to talk to the men to explain 
the purpose of the vote. 

A large number of vote getters in- 
cluding new volunteers returned to 
the Crane plant in the afternoon when 
the men left their work and at that 
time it was possible to talk with some 
of the workers and get their votes. 

Men Look Tired. 

The Crane company, a large ma- 
chine manufacturing plant employing 
over 5000 men, occupies several red 
stone buildings that look out onto 
vast lawns of neatly kept grass. One 
wonders why the buildings were set 
in so far from ‘the sidewalks. Per- 
haps so that no one walking on tha 
street and even standing on the other 
side of the sidewalk could see the men 
at their work. 

There are three entrances thru 
which the mep pour into the factory 
at 7 o’clock every morning and from 
which they emerge at 4:15 every af- 
ternoon. The mad rush to punch the 
clock on time in the morning is later 
followed by a listless stream pouring 
out of the building and heading for 
cars and elevators. Fatigue is visibly 
written all over the faces and bearing 
of the men as they listlessly drag 
themselves home. There must be a 
| terrific grind under up-to-date efficien- 
|cy schemes in that dungeon that looks 
‘so dressed up from the exterior to 
| pour out in the late afternoon such 
‘a mass of lifeless, expressionless hu- 
| manity.

VICTORIA, B. C., Sept. 25.— The 
Kitwancool Indians have been com 
pelled to give way to the steady en 
croachments of the white man. In a 
formal notice issued by the govern: 
ment of British Columbia the chiefs 
of the tribe are warned that they 
must not molest white people, or pre 
vent them from entering their tribal 
reserve in northern British Columbia. 

The Kitwancool Indians had certain 
of their reserve lands “jumped” dur. 
ing the land boom some years. ago 
and later the government issued titles 
to the white interlopers without con- 
sulting the Indians. This rankled the 
tribe so much that the provincial gov- 
ernment was forced to take posses 
sion of some of the alienated lands 
to hold “in trust.” The Indians were 
always suspicious of the stewardship 
of the government and these fears 
have been confirmed by the order is- 
sued to the tribe which gives the 
white “land-jumpers” the tracts for- 
merly owned by the tribe.

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The Textile Crisis 


A serious crisis is brewing in the textile industry. 
It appears that the cotton mill barons have_de- 
tided that the time is appropriate for a general 
wage cut ranging from ten to twenty per cent. 
The Amoskeag has already reduced wages by ten 
per cent. Thruout the South similar cuts have 
gone into effect. There are loud rumblings of sharp 
and bitter discontent among the workers whose 
strike talk is becoming more widespread. 

Present indications tend to lead one to believe 
that the textile overlords will attempt to repeat 
their move of 1921. Then, the manufacturers tried 
to set the pace in wage reductions. They were the 
ones to take the first step, to strike the first blow 
in the grand offensive launched against the work- 
ers on the eve of the great depression. Of course, 
today as then, the capitalists will talk of the 
necessary readjustments and will hide their real 
purposes behind. vagaries. 

The textile workers should lose little time im 
preparing for a fight to the finish. The workers 
in@éthe other industries must be prepared to take 
every step to assure the textile workers unstinted 
support in their struggle against wage reductions. 
Once the wages of the textile operatives are cut, 
a wholesale reduction of wages thruout the coun- 
try will be next in order and only a matter of 
weeks. 

There is no possible, tangible excuse for the 
wages of 
the cotton milll workers. Thru the use of increased 
machinery per worker, to the extent of nearly 
twenty-five per cent, the manufacturers have in- 
creased their profits in recent years. Then, there 
has been a reduction in the cost of cotton prices 
totaling more than thirty per cent in the last few 
months. Besides, the robber tariff, the Fordney- 


It seems as if we are about to be treated to an- 


other dose of government fairness in a contro- 
‘versy between the workers and the Pennsylvania 
System. The Order of Railway Telegraphers has 


been in a struggle with the powerful Pennsylvania 


for union recognition. In this contest the Rail- 
road Labor Board has tacitly lent aid and comfort 
to the manipulations of the magnates, but the rail- 
way workers held their lines fast. It was evident 
to all that the employers could not put over their 
fake union schemes. Consequently, the Railroad 
Labor Board was compelled to pretend disinterest- 
edness in the bitter struggle. 

It is on this basis_that the picked strikebreakers, 
under the thumb of chairman Ben Hooper, have or- 
dered a secret ballot to determine whether the 
bona-fide union or the fake union has_the majority 
support on the Pennsylvania System. ,No one will 
be deceived by the sudden fit of impartiality the 
Railroad Labor Board is now showing. No one 
knows better than Mr. Hooper that the company 
union is an outright fraud. No one knows better 
than’ Mr. Hooper that the Order of Rallway Tel- 
egrahpers is an established railway organization 
that has won its spurs in the trade union field. 

The attempt of the Railroad Board to secure a 
so-called fair vote is only a skillfully camouflaged 
maneuver to prevent the workers from. hitting 
back at the Pennsylvania System. The telegraphers 
are talking strike. They are preparing to lock 
horns with the Pennsylvania magnates. The Rail- 
road Labor Board is simply stepping in to secure 
an excuse for denouncing the workers if they strike 
for the right to organize. This is the only fairness 
that the United States government knows in fights 
between workers and exploiters. 


The New York Campaign 


New York is now the scene of a lively campaign. 
The Tammany forces, having been deserted by many 
of their labor followers, are pinning their hopes 
on the re-nomination of Al Smith. The reactionary 
republicans are bending every effort to have that 
second-rater, Theodore Roosevelt, enter the lists 
against the democratie white hope on the basis of 


McCumber Act, has been putting into the pockets 
of every textile baron at least forty-two cents. on 
every dollar’s worth of cotton goods sold. Finally, 
thru stock dividends and other shady financial 
manipulations, the New England capitalists have 
been hiding the real volume of their profits. 

In the last strike the textile workers put up a 
magnificent battle. Their resistance took the bosses 
by surprise. We feel sure that with the aid of the 
workingmen of other industries, the New England 
mill hands will decisively trounce the vicious align- 
ment of dollar and bayonet. 


British Unemployment Rising 


The latest official British employment figures 
indicate a further decline in the number engaged 
in industr¢ for the month of August as orpares 
with July. 

It is true, the increase in unemployment was 
small, but the significance is far more portentous 
than the figures would show. The MacDonald gov- 
ernment has taken no positive effective steps to 
alleviate the condition of the disemployed workers. 
It may appear paradoxical, but it is true, never- 
theless, that the only “step” taken by the Labor 
government for the Relict of the jobless was the 
order for six new dreadnoughts. 

The MacDonald government did not dare even 
irritate the surface of the tough hide of British 
capital. The MacDonald government would not 
even consider disturbing the profits and property 
of the British employers. Perhaps it was not 
within the power of the MacDonald government to 
deflect the economic trend in Great Brirtain. No 
doubt the tendency towards industrial derange- 
ment is, in a large measure, international and 
beyond the effective control of any national govern- 
ment machine. Yet no one can blink the fact that 
local and national governmental steps can be taken 
to alleviate and to modify sharp tendencies. 

The mounting unemployment figures in Great 
Britain are also barometric in another sense. Un- 
employment is rising in Poland, Sweden, and Italy. 
The situation in France, despite countless artificial 
factors, is far from satisfactory. Even in the 
United States, whose industrial machinery, alone 
of all the leading capitalist nations was strength- 
ened rather than weakened by the war, we have 
an increasingly serious unemployment crisis.
